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Agricultural  Trade  Surplus  Rises  in 
November  -  The  U.S.  agricultural  trade 
surplus  rose  steeply  in  November,  gain¬ 
ing  $439  million  from  the  previous  month 
and  rebounding  from  its  seasonal  low. 
Exports  gained  seasonally  and  imports 
remained  virtually  unchanged.  At  $1.6 
billion,  the  trade  surplus  was  its  highest 
since  March  1990’s  $1.9  billion.  How¬ 
ever,  the  cumulative  January-November 
surplus  for  1990  was  $1.1  billion  below 
its  1989  level,  totaling  $15.3  billion. 
November’s  surplus  also  continued  to 
fall  short  of  year-earlier  levels. 

Agricultural  Exports  Higher  in 
November  -  Increases  in  crop  ship¬ 
ments  drove  exports  $418  million  higher 
in  November.  At  $3.5  billion,  November 
exports  exceeded  October’s  by  14 
percent.  Soybean,  corn,  cotton,  and 
tobacco  showed  typical  early- 
season  export  gains,  more  than 
offsetting  declines  in  fruits,  vegetables, 
and  live  animals. 

However,  exports  were  $155  million 
below  November  1 989,  largely  due  to 
reduced  corn  sales  to  the  Soviet  Union. 
Cumulatively,  January-November  1 990 
exports  were  $217  million  lower  than  a 
year  earlier,  reaching  $36.2  billion. 

Corn  remained  the  largest  single  farm 
export  in  November,  totaling  $453  million 
and  4.3  million  tons.  Shipments  rose 
nearly  60  percent  from  October,  with 
Japan  accounting  for  most  of  the 
increase.  Shipments  to  Japan  rose 
nearly  700,000  tons,  and  exports  to 
Korea  rose  328,000  tons.  Larger  ship¬ 
ments  to  Eastern  Europe,  Taiwan,  and 
the  USSR  were  also  reported,  but  ship¬ 
ments  to  the  USSR  barely  exceeded 
130,000  tons.  This  was  substantially 
below  the  3.4  million  tons  shipped  to  the 
USSR  during  November  1989. 

Soybean  exports  nearly  doubled  in 
November,  rising  to  1 .7  million  tons  and 
$399  million.  Shipments  to  the  Euro¬ 
pean  Community  were  sharply  higher 
than  during  October,  as  well  as  those  to 
Taiwan  and  Korea.  Exports  to  Japan 
rose  slightly.  However,  November  1990 
soybean  exports  were  378,000  tons 
below  November  1989.  Taiwan  was  the 
only  major  market  to  import  more  U.S. 


Soybeans  in  November  1 990  than  in 
1989. 

Japan  and  Korea  accounted  for  the 
largest  month-to-month  cotton  export 
gains  in  November,  helping  boost 
exports  more  than  $130  million  from 
October.  Export  volume  rose  to  most 
markets,  and  the  average  export  unit 
value  was  little  changed  from  October. 

Cumulatively,  cotton  showed  increased 
prices,  volume,  and  value  during 
January-November  1990.  Tightening 
global  supplies  increased  the  U.S.  share 
of  world  trade,  raising  volume  1 0  percent 
during  the  first  1 1  months.  Prices  rose 
as  well,  and  January-November  1990 
cotton  exports  were  $500  million  above 
1 989  levels. 

In  contrast,  wheat  exports  during 
January-November  1990  were  nearly  $2 
billion  below  year-earlier  levels. 
November  1 990  wheat  exports  were  little 
changed  from  October  1990  and 
November  1989. 

Agricultural  Imports  Steady  -  U.S. 
agricultural  imports  remained  at  $1 .9 
billion  in  November.  During  the  first  1 1 
months  of  1990,  agricultural  imports 
totaled  $20.9  billion,  5  percent  above  the 
total  for  January-November  of  1 989. 
Higher  rubber,  live  animal,  and  sugar 
imports  offset  lower  imports  of  coffee. 
Meat  imports  fell  slightly,  and  fruit 
imports  remained  virtually  unchanged. 
(Stephen  A.  MacDonald,  202-21 9-0821 ) 


Lower  Exports  Expected  -  Export 
value  in  Fiscal  1991  is  expected  to  fall 
$1.6  billion  to  $38.5  billion,  its  first 
decline  since  fiscal  1 986.  Export 
volume  is  expected  to  fall  6  percent  to 
139.5  million  tons,  as  coarse  grain 
exports  decline.  Lower  world  grain 
trade  is  expected  following  larger 
harvests  by  traditional  grain  importers, 
and  the  U.S.  share  of  world  grain  trade 
is  expected  to  fall  following  increased 
competitor  production.  U.S.  corn 
exports  will  decline  largely  because  of 
a  forecast  one-third  drop  in  USSR  corn 
imports  from  all  sources.  Larger  world 
wheat  production  is  resulting  in  sharply 
lower  prices  (table  4).
